In many of the most recently enacted successful flights, the 
American Navy has played an important part. 
Two of the four 
who comprised the crew of the “Southern Cross” were Navy men. 
The navigator, Harry W. Lyon, was a former Navy officer, 
He 
is the son of Admiral H. W. Lyon, IT, S. Navy. James W. Warren, 
the radio operator of the “Southern Cross,” retired from the U. S. 
Navy as chief radioman a month atfo, after having completed six­ 
teen years’ naval service, 
In 1919, the NC-4, commanded by Commander Read, with 
Lieutenant Hinton, Lieutenant Rodd, then an ensign, and Chief 
Machinist’s Mate Roads, were the first to fly across the Atlantic. 
They landed in the Azores, 
Commander John Rogers with Lieutenant Connell, Chief Ra- 
diaman Otis Stantz, S. R. Pope, and W. M. Bollin, all of them 
Navy men, flew from San Francisco, California, to a point near 
Honolulu. 
Although Commander Rogers failed to reach his ob­ 
jective point, he established a new world record for a non-stop 
flight by seaplane. 
This was the first attempt that was ever made 
to fly from California to Hawaii, 
In 1926, Commander Byrd and Chief Machinist’s Mate Floyd 
Bennett, flew from Spitsbergen to the North Pole, circling I hr 
pole, and having obtained much valuable information, returned. 
This was the first time in history that this was accomplished, af­ 
ter several previous attempts had been made by explorers. 
On August 16, 1927, the Dole race started for Honolulu. 
There were fourteen entrants in the face. 
Out of the fourteen 
entrants, eight crossed the starting line, four turned back and two 
were lost at sea. 
The winners were Art Goebel and Lieutenant 
(jg ) William Davis, Jr., U. S. Navy. 
Lieutenant Davis was the 
one who used the sextant. 
On the morning of June 29, 1927, Commander Richard Byrd, 
LL S. Navy, and his crew consisting of Bert Acosta, Penult Bal- 
chen and George N ovilit, took oil from Roosevelt Field for Paris. 
This expedition was to accumulate meteorological and naviga­ 
tional data to serve in the development of future transoceanic air 
routes. The party encountered heavy fog that ended with a cease­ 
less downpour of rain. 
As safe landing was impossible, after (ly­ 
ing for hours over Brest, they decided to head for sea and made 
a surf landing at Ver sur Omer, France. 
The shortage of fuel 
was the only reason.

During the five years that Colonel Brittin 
served the St. Paul Association in the capacities of engineer of 
the Greater St. Paul Committee, industrial director and executive 
vice president, he accomplished much for the advancement of the 
city. 
He retires from his present position with the appreciation 
and gratitude of leaders in civie affairs and of all who have the 
progress of the city at heart. 
It is significant of the times that Colonel Brittin should la* 
drawn back into the world of private business by aviation, the 
youngest hut already lusty member of the commercial family. 
Colonel Brittin is no newcomer to the business of air transporta­ 
tion. 
Highly endowed with tin* pioneering spirit, hi* was well to 
the forefront among American business men who saw the possi­ 
bilities and opportunities for commerce in the triumphs of modern 
aeronautics. 
The airplane has graduated from its phase as a novelty and 
a commercial experiment. 
It has arrived at a point whore adapta 
tion to the needs of business is an accomplished fact. 
In fact, the 
use of airplanes as adjuncts to railroad passenger transportation 
is the particular enterprise which causes Colonel Brittin to with­ 
draw’ from the St. Paul Association. 
Along with the perfection 
of the airplane on the technical side has come a growth of public 
interest and confidence in flying. 
Colonel B rittm ’s enlarged in­ 
terest in aviation is another evidence that commercial flying is out 
of the nursery and into the counting house.

D uring the month of July there are more “License Applier 
for” and other homo made auto tags than in any other month 
The reason, according to a State Highway department bulletin 
is that after August I the license rate is only one half the regular 
rate, and many people who buy cars this month want to drive them 
right away but postpone buying a license until August. 
There is only one legal substitute for the regular license plates 
and that is the certificate provided by law for temporary operation 
of a car while waiting for the license plates.

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r . S. NAVY AVIATORS I\ H ISTO RY.MAKINO FLIGHTS 


In many of the most recently enacted successful flights, the 
American Navy has played an important part. 
Two of the four 
who comprised the crew of the “Southern Cross” were Navy men. 
The navigator, Harry W. Lyon, was a former Navy officer. 
He 
is the son of Admiral H. W. Lyon, U. S. Navy. James W. Warren, 
the radio operator of the “Southern Cross,” retired from the U. S. 
Navy as chief radioman a month ago, after having completed six­ 
teen years’ naval service. 
In 1919, the NC-4, commanded by Commander Read, with 
Lieutenant Hinton, Lieutenant Rodd, then an ensign, and Chief 
Machinist’s Mate Roads, were the first to fly across the Atlantic 
They landed in the Azores. 
Commander John Rogers with Lieutenant Connell, Chief Ra 
diaman Otis Stantz, S. R. Pope, and W. M. Bollin, all of them 
Navy men, flew from San Francisco, California, to a point near 
Honolulu. 
Although Commander Rogers failed to reach his ob 
jective point, he established a new world record for a non-stop 
flight by seaplane. This was the first attempt that was ever made 
to fly from California to Hawaii. 
In 1926, Commander Byrd and Chief Machinist’s Mate Floyd 
Bennett, flew from Spitsbergen to the North Pole, circling the 
pole, and having obtained much valuable information, returned 
This was the first time in history that. this was accomplished, af­ 
ter several previous attempts had been made by explorers. 
On August IG, 1927, the Dole race started for Honolulu 
There were fourteen entrants in the face. 
Out of the fourteen 
entrants, eight crossed the starting line1, four turned back and two 
were lost at sea. 
The winners were Art Goebel and Lieutenant 
(jg) William Davis, Jr., IJ. S. Navy. 
Lieutenant Davis was the 
one who used the sextant. 
On the morning of June 29, 1927, Commander Richard Byrd, 
U. S. Navy, and his crew consisting of Bert Acosta, Hermit Bal- 
chen and George Novillt, took off from Roosevelt Field for Paris. 
This expedition was to accumulate meteorological and naviga­ 
tional data to serve in the development of future trans-oceanic air 
routes. The party encountered heavy fog that ended with a cease­ 
less downpour of ram. As safe landing was impossible, after fly­ 
ing for hours over Brest, they decided to head for sea and made 
a surf landing at Ver sur Omer, France. 
The shortage of fuel 
was the only reason.

Colonel Brittin is no newcomer to the business of air transporta­ 
tion. 
Highly endowed with the pioneering spirit, he was well to 
the forefront among American business men who saw the possi­ 
bilities and opportunities for commerce in the triumphs of modern 
aeronautics. 
The airplane has graduated from its phase as a novelty and 
a commercia! experiment.

D uring the month of July there are more “License Applied 
for” and other home made auto tagfs than in any other month. 
The reason, according to a State Highway department bulletin, 
is that after August I the license rate is only one half the regular 
rate, and many people who buy cars this month want to drive them 
right away but postpone buying ti license until August. 
There is only one legal substitute for the regular license plates 
and that is the certificate provided by law for temporary operation 
of a car while waiting for the license plates. 
This can be issued 
only by duly authorized deputies of the Secretary of State, upon 
forms provided for that purpose, and only after the license fee has 
been paid and forwarded to the Secretary of State’s office. 
Home 
made signs, affidavits, or permits issued by unauthorized persons 
have no standing in law. 
Abuse of the dealer’s license privilege is also more frequent 
in July than any other month, according to reports received by 
the Highway department. Dealer’s plates can be used legally only 
on machines being demonstrated to prospective customers, or 
wiiile moving machines from the factory to the dealer’s place af 
business or warehouse.

Tile artificial drying of liny uud 
grain by Hie use of hot air will re­ 
move a large portion of the weather 
hazard feared by producers of these 
crops, according to I’rof.

A tractor-driven blower, forcing air, 
heated by an oil burning furnace, into 
a lied low centered stack of hay, or 
grain in tile sheaf, will drive out Hie 
moisture sufficiently for 
storage 
or 
threshing in from fixe to ten hours, 
depending upon tile size of tile stack 
and tile am ount of moisture in Hie ma­ 
terial. 
All lieut generated by tim oil 
burner is forced through the stack as 
all the gases of combustion are carried 
Into tie* stack. 
A spark arrester lo­ 
cated between Hie furnace and the 
blower makes this possible. 
Corn in a crib can also he dried 
with tiiis equipment if a passage for 
tile air is provided through the cora.
